BUT NO BIDS RESULT

Contention Is That Consumers

Need No New Metal for

he Moment.

KM'ORT BI'YINfl SPASMODIC

Proclietitms That Price Will (Jo

still Lower Are Not

Credited.

Copper consumers failed to respond tn
the price cuts Inaugutated by the piodu-cln- g

Interest ; they even refused to make
bids for the metal, thereby adhering to
their contention that business for finished
goods has diminished and with It the need

for new metal at the moment. There was
som buying, for export account, but It
was spasmodic at best. (Jcrmtiny took a
holiday al midweek, which Inlerfcied to
some extent with the Kuropean orders
that had appeared on the previous day.
The business done seemed to be generally
on a l '.., rent basis.

A buyers' market continued, for the
producers would all have been willing,
and even glad, to receive bids for copper.
Domestic manufacturers, however, placed
ordeis only when absolutely necessary
Having overstocked for the balance of the
i car nn consumer resold some
copper consigned to Ills plant, which for
the moment bad a depressing effect on the
small market existing,

The fnlted Metals Selling Company,
after having waited a full week after
competitors announced their wlllllngness
to do business at 1 5 j cents, reduced Its

official price on Wednesday to
that level It was purely a nominal move,
however, as this agenc, In line with Its
competitors' action, has adopted the
policy of waiting on customers and con-
sidering bids rather than arbitrarily
naming a price at which users must buy
or leave.

The speculative end of the trade here
breathed more freely after it became
definitely known that a block of copper
that had been forced on the market had
finally been cleaned up, The last of this
metal moved at Ki cents flat, after which
spot copper sold In small lots at lj,
tents a pound.

Further price reductions were predicted
bv the National Conduit and Cable Com- - I

pan.v, which, owing to Its large usage of
the metal, has good sources of informa-
tion This companv expressed the belief
that business reaction would extend still
further, which would of course result in
smallir demands for coppvi. It was also
pointed out that the present low stocks
nf copper were due In part to Interruption
tu production brought nbout by strikes
and other unnatural causes.

Sold out for the balance of the year
was the statement some of the producers
were able to make.
